Practically  any  soil  that  will  grow  a  good 
field  or  garden  crop  will  grow  fine  Straw¬ 
berries.  Use  the  same  care  as  you  would  in 
setting  vegetable  plants.  For  home  gardens 
set  12x18  inches.  It  will  require  about  8,000 

plants  to  set  one  acre.  Eighteen  inches  in 
row  with  rows  36  inches  apart.  Barnyard 
manure  is  the  best  fertilizer.  Ground  should 
not  be  too  rich.  Make  hole  with  a  spade 
and  set  roots  straight  down  and  spread  roots  slightly.  Set  plants  firm.  Press  ground  solid  with 
foot.  Do  not  water  plants,  just  dip  roots  in  water  before  setting.  Do  not  cover  the  crown  or  heart 
of  the  plants.  Plant  just  as  early  as  your  ground  can  be  worked.  Earlier  the  better,  in  March, 
April  or  May.  Keep  off  buds  for  60  days  after  setting  a  new  bed. 

All  varieties  listed  in  this  catalog-  are  of  perfect  blossoms 
and  can  be  planted  alone.  Young  runner  plants  may  be  cut  off 
or  laid  along  the  row  as  desired.  1  Be  sure  to  pick  off  blossoms 
from  new  set  beds  until  July  first,  about  three  times.  The 
plants  will  have  a  better  opportunity  to  become  established 
and  develop  better  root  system  before  beginning  to  fruit. 
Not  necessary  to  bud  the  second  year  for  early  spring  bearing. 
For  best  success  set  out  a  new  bed  each  year  from  your  young 
runner  plants.
